Washington. Jan. 27—(APj—Is 


there any way to stop strikes? Is 
there any law congress can pass 
to stop them? 


If there is, no one has come up 


with it. Yet, you'll hear people 
say: A compulsory arbitration law 
could stop them. 


It isn't lhat simple. Congress 


won't pass such a law, at least 
not now. Compulsory arbitiation 
means simply: "I'll 
decide for 


you." 


Neither employers nor unions 


want the government, 
through 


law to be able to decide their 
problems for them. 


Compulsory arbitration would 


go like this: 


A union and an employer can't 


agree. 
The union threatens to 


strike. The employer threatens to 
close down his plant. 


The government steps in and 


says: "There can be no strike and 
no shutdown. This case must be 
submitted to arbitration.'' 
, The government would set up 
one man, or a group of men, as 
arbitrator. 


Board's Decision Final 


Or the government would order 


an arbitrat_0n board set up this 
way: 
One man representing- the 


union, another the boss, and a 
third the public. 


After hearing the arguments on 


both sides, the board would give 
a, decision which would be final. 
Union and employer would have 
to accept it. 


For example: The union may 


want a raise of SI an hour. The 
boss says he'll give no raise at all. 


The board 
decides the union 


should get a raise of 75 cents or 
51 an hour. The boss must give 
the raise. 


Or—the board decides the boss 


is right and the union can't get 
a raise. Then the union must con- 
tinue working- without a. raise. 


Unions 
and, 
employers 
both 


strongly oppose compulsory arbi- 
tration. The National Association 


of Manufacturers has come out 
flatly against it. 


Would Kru«o Freedom 


There's no serious talk in con- 


gress of such a step. But why 
arc unions and employers against 
it? 


It would take away their free- 


dom to strike or shut down a 
plant, freedom to settle problems 
as they see fit. In short: Freedom 
to slug- it out. 


If a union is strong uiough, it 


knows that by a strike or threat 
of a. strike, it may get more from 
a boss than an arbitrator would 
allow. 


And if a boss thinks he can 


stand the stiam, he may picler to 
sit back with his plant closed and 
let the union wear itselt out 
striking. 


Tluough compulsory <ubitiation 


the government would be able to 
say pretty 
well 
what 
wages 


should be. 


If so. the next step would be 


to say what prices should be. In 
time, if it set wages, it would 
have to set prices. 


If that time came, we'd no 


longer have what is now called a 
"free 
econom}'."

Unique Plan Calling 
For World Calendar 


Plan Covers Span From 


4236 B, C. to Unknown 


Limits of Future 


Washington—Jan. 27—Congress 


was today faced • with proposed 
legislation quite different from any 
ever before it, prior to the last 
session. Historically it went back 
to the year 4236 B. C., and looked 
forward to unborn generations of 
the future. Probably this bill for 
adoption of the world calendar 
covered the longest span of any 
bill ever before the Congress of 
the United States. It also envis- 
aged the rearrangement of our 
present obsolete calendar, and thus 
simultaneously dealth with an ex- 
traordinarily complex subject, an 
infinite variety of "consumers" 
and the most abstract and ab- 
struse problems. 


The proposed legislation for a 


new time-table to govern the lives 
of peoples and individuals through- 
out the nation, was proposed un- 
der bipartisan auspices.

Dentists Urged to 
Watch Symptoms of 


Nervous Ailments 


Can Aid Effective Care by 


Detection 
of Many 


Disorders Early 


San Francisco, Jan. 27—(AP)- 


The hangfire laugh, jn which one 
side of the face lags uehind the 
other in assuming a mirthful ex- 
pression, is evidence of a strange: 
little-known disease. 


A quivering- tongue is the sign 


of another nervous disorder in- 
volving difficulties in speaking, 
chewing and swallowing. 


Tired, droppy eyelids which be- 


come fagged out and unable to 
move after a few rapid blinks are 
symptoms 
of 
another 
ailment 


which can be serious and even can 
result in sudden death after ex- 
ertion. 


These are among a list of 21 


nervous diseases described by Dr. 
Robert Wartenberg, University of 
California medical school neurolo- 
gist, in an attempt to familiarize 
dentists- with the symptoms so 
that they might a.dvise patients 
with such afflictions to consult 
nerve specialists. 
The list was 


published in the American Journal 
of Orthodontics and Oral surgery. 


Dentists Can Help 


Detection of these disorders via 


the dental chair, can be of help, to 
both the patient and the .dentist, 
Dr. Wartenberg,reported, because 
effective treatment often depends 
upon early recognition, and be- 
cause a nerve disease .may influ- 
ence the whole picture of tooth re- 
pair. 


Dentists are in a good position 


to recognize the ailments, since 
the symptoms appear in the face, 
and people in -general s*e their 
dentist oftener than their doctor. 


The delayed laugh is a symptom 


of one from of facial palsy. If the 


Injury involved is in a certain part 
of the brain, the face muscles may 
move normally during- conscious 
effort, but when the person laughs 
the affected side of the face lags 
behind the normal side in register- 
ing mirth. 


Droopy, fatigued eyelids are list- 


ed as an indication of myasthenia, 
a serious disease affecting the con- 
nection between n e r v e s 
and 


muscles. Dr. Wartenberg said that 
because of the danger of sudden 
death the dentist should consult 
a physician about a patient before 
undertaking 
emergency mouth 


operations. 


Bui bar Varalysis Sign 


The quivering tongue is a sign 


of progressive bulbar paralysis, 
which is due to the degeneration 
of nerves and rhuscles controlling 
head and face functions, and for 
.which, Dr. Wartenberg reported, 
there is no known cure. 


Another disease described was 


pathologic laughing and crying, in 
which brain injuries prevent volun- 
tary control of emotional reac- 
tions. The victim laughs or cries 
without any recognizable cause: 
he .may laugh at bad news and cry 
over good tidings. 


Two kinds of neuralgia -were de- 


scribed. In one of these, pain in 
the side of the face or the jaws 


be symptomatic of a brain 


tumor or other brain injury: in 
the other, talking, chewing or even 
washing the face may cause a 
paroxysm of pain and sometimes 
the cramping of facial muscles. . 


The report also described a. rare 


and striking disease known as pro- 
gressive lipodystrophy, in which 
the face and upper part of the 
body become devoid of fat. 
The' 


patient looks emaciated from head 
to waist but enormous masses 'of 
fat accumulate below the belt line. 
The disease is attributed to a 
disturbance in the part, of the 
brain which regulates fat distribu- 
tion.

been described as a J'honeymoon" 
period. And if the description was 
apt at the time, it seems even 
more so in retrospect. 


It was the honeymoon of a war- 


time marriage, taken in the face 
of danger and uncertainty. 
The 


new President and Congress were 
old acquaintances, to be sure, but 
they had not foreseen that their 
friendship would develop into this 
new relationship. 
So there was 


"some feeling- of awkwardness and 
embarrassment, and with it a des- 
perate desire by both to like each 
other and get along well. 


But the honeymoon ended, as 


was to be expected. Spats were 
frequent. 
Each party to the un- 


ion was headstrong and inclined 
to be bossy. Each felt that the 
other was listening too much to 
outsiders, with the result that 
waning affections were alienated 
further. 


Things got worse a year ago, 


when the President tried to lay 
down the law to Congress about 
how the national household should 
be run. Congress wouldn't be 
bossed. 
The President wouldn't 


budge. More wrangling followed. 


Meanwhile the household got in 


rather a bad shape. Other mem- 
bers of the family began quarrel- 
ing. 
The squabbles found their 


way to the heads of the household. 
They promptly took sides, which 
disturbed the domestic tranquil- 
ity even more. Nothing was go- 
ing well. 
Ordinary tasks 
were 


neglected. 


Then there appeared 
on 
the 


scene a neighbor from, over the 
river in Alexandria. 
A big coal 


man, he was. He tried to tell 
both heads of the household how 
things should be run and, in do- 


" ing so, disrupted things so badly 


that .the President and Congress 


• became alarmed and forgot their 


own quarreling for the moment. 


The other members of the house- 


hold had grown impatient and, in 
November, gave some orders 'of 
their own. This outspoken atti- 
tude served to quiet the faniiiy 
dissension even more. And with 
the return of relative peace, the 


, President and Congress' looked; 


about them and 'perceived just 
what a state of disruption the 
house had got into. They decided 
it was time to put things in order. 


So, on Jan. 6, the President and 


Congress got together. There was 
nothing of the honeymoon in this 
"gesture. 
Rather, it was like a 


reconciliation of two people who 
have lived together, learned each 
other's strengths and weaknesses, 
and decide to get along for the 
sake of the family. 


It is -natural that the heads of 


a. household should have positive 
ideas about how the family should 
be run. But there comes a time 
when domestic crises force upon 
them a realization of familv re- 
sponsibilities. 
They discover that 


positive ideas must be compromised

APL's Bill Green did not send 
around a copy of his speech to 
the publicists as usually he does 
What he said was: Toryism is 
drving unions to the left; the 
threatened union reform legisla- 
tion is being pressed as a strate- 
gem of the tories to destroy the 
unions. Pointing to the rise of 
the union socialist government of 
England, Green asked: "Do you 
doubt that the same thing could 
happen here? Is it inconceivable 
that union workers might be driv- 
en to the same course under sim- 
ilar provocation?" 


This sparingly reported speech 


was made to the conference oi 
mayors at which President Wilson 
of General Motors said, in a po- 
litical-economic 
analysis, which 


should be read by all students of 
the subject in full: "The attack 
on profits is really an attempt to 
substitute state socialism or com- 
munism for our free competitive 
and 
capitalistic 
system." 
He 


claimed union leftists were' tore- 
ing us toward a system imported 
from East of the Rhine, or even 
from England, installing the state 
as god and government. 
* * * 


Here was considerable agree- 


ment as too the lacts. They both 
say the unions are forcing us to 
the political and economic bank- 
ruptcy of the backward nations 
Green excuses this by blaming it 
on what he calls toryism (a wore 
imported from England). Further- 
more, both seem agreed neither 
wants to go where we are being 
pushed. 


Behind this, of course, is Green's 


desire to threaten management 
with socialism so it will ease down 
in current dominant demands for 
union reform. Similarly manage- 
ment wants to threaten socialism 
to scare labor into a cooperative 
peace for production. But if they 
are talking in this way for propa- 
ganda purposes, both are also tell- 
ing the truth. 


What neither Green nor Wilson 


reported was that socialism has 
decayed, and been corrupted by 
communism throughout the world 
in the past few months. The trend 
of socialism, I would say. is toward 
communism, or a more accurate 
way to put it is that the com- 
munists are using the socialists 
for their own revolutionary ad- 


if there is to be a healthy, nor- 
mal family existence. 


It would seem from Mr. Tru- 


man's State of the Union mes- 
sage that he and Congress have 
reached a realization of their fam- 
ily responsibilities. 
Perhaps 
it 


won't endure. Still, it's natural to 
feel a little more confidence in the 
mature guidance of those who 
have weathered a few domestic 
crises than in a more apparent 
but untested affection.

socialism does not generate energy 
n either, because it does not 
carry a reward for effort—a profit 
o worker or manager for energy 
expended. Socialism instead tends 
:o break down the volume of pro- 
duction, as can be seen in England, 
and so there is less for the wage 
earner and manager to divide be- 
:ween themselves.

is a thing, this closed shop, which

rhey are as inconsistent as a 
bouncing football, whose whimsical 
behavior Knutc Rockne useed to 
dwell upon in lectures to his bat- 
talions at Xotre Dame, the bleed- 
ing-hearts of the late new deal 
upheld the closed shop as angrily 
as they damn racial discrimina- 
tion for substantially 
the same 


faults. 


The south went lily white and 


adopted Jim Crow in desperate cir- 
cumstances. The white patriots, 
and fJiey were patriots to their 
own land and included the best 
people of the south, had 
Seen 


barred from the polls and from 
the rights of citizenship by hot- 
eyed fanatics of the north, most 
of whom had taken an aloof and 
sedentary part in the long- war, 
but now rushed in as profiteers 
and fore-runners of our latter-day 
AMG and UICRRA. These furious 
and greedy oppressors could not 
forgive the late rebels for naving 
fought so well. So. as a humilia- 
tion, in addition to other punish- 
ments, they were subordinated to 
the freedmen, most of whom were 
absolutely illiterate and could be 
manipulated by the carpetbaggers.

However, the idea 
that a sudden and absolute rem- 
edy can be wrought is as danger- 
ous as the idea that the closed 
shop can be abolished by law in 
the same abrupt way. The aorupt 
j-neihod would cost many lives but 
not the lives of the few lecturers, 
editorial writers and remote opin- 
ioneers in Washington who coun- 
sel that method. 


In theory, the open shop is ideal.

But the 
closed shop is a practice and a 
condition whose sudden abolition 
by the enforcement of a national 
law would raise hell in American 
industry and, undoubtedly, cost 
lives. 


The closed shop was a'method 


.of compelling woikeis to join un- 
ions for their own immediate srood 
—the good of them all. It was a 
way to prevent employers from 
bringing m temporarily distressed 
hands to undercut the going wages 
and to force the free-riders, or 
slackers, to pay into the union 
treasuries a fair price for the 
benefits in wages which the un- 
ions had won or claimed to have 
won. 


In a very short time, however, 


a union card in a closed shop be- 
came a new veision of the yellow- 
dog contract by which employers. 
long ago. tried to break unions 
through 
individual 
agreements 


with individuals. It is a yellow- 
dog contract today. 
The closed- 


shop union workman has signed 
away his right of contract and 
agreed to live henceforth in the 
status of an ''average" under 
severe discipline. He is not a man 
and an individual. He must not 
work any faster or better than 
the union allows him to. 
* * * 


Many offenses for which he may- 


be fined heavily and expelled from 
his union are not offenses at all 
under our.public laws. His right 
of appeal is only theoretical at 
best and, in some unions, is not 
even a theory. He -may not even 
find his own job but must take his 
assignment from the union hall 
which means that some racketeer, 
as evil as any employer ever was, 
may shake down the members for 
preference in hiring. He must pay 
political assessments to elect can- 
didates whom he opposes and op- 
pose propositions on the ballot 
which he approves. The union con- 
stitutions are ngged in favor of 
the union bosses, most of whom, 
in the upper classes of the move- 
ment, live in luxury and never suf- 
fer from strikes. The closed shop 
means that the human being and 
American citizen may not sell his 
labor at all if some individual 
gangster, such as Joe Fay. of 
"Newark and New York, personally 
"strikes" a job to enforce a shake- 
down of S100.000 for himself and 
a few other vicious enemies of 
labor. He may not sell it at all if 
a half-dozen political unioneers in 
"Washington come out of a smoke- 
filled room^ with a decision to 
strike an entire industry across 
the nation. Neither can the non- 
union worker get the job. 


These are only a few of the evils 


of closed-shop unionism and yet 
I foresee that any attempt to en- 
force an open shop abruptly under 
law would start another season of 
that anarchy which^ rattled the 
structure of the American state hi 
the formative years of the CIO-

The closed shop developed its 


own iniquities as bud as any that 
ever existed under the open shop 
but more dangerous because it 
concentrated so much political, 
financial and human power in the 
hands of a few. 


The safe way and a feasible way 


is to trim those powers by laws 
which can be passed in the present 
mood of congress, which can be 
enforced and would be approved 
by the union members themselves. 
These would be laws to reform 
unionism from the outside. Such 
reforms would include revision of 
their constitutions and restriction 
of their powers to raise money and 
the purposes for which they may 
spend it.

They would not damage 
the unions or the workers in them. 


Do this and. in a few years, we 


might try an open shop law for 
perfection's sake and find that 
only a few individualists prefer- 
rered to remain non-union, after 
all.

Apropos of this, it's less than 


four months ago that the Pacusan 
Dreamboat—the giant B-29 of the 
17. S. Army air forces flew non- 
stop from Honolulu over the Arctic 
to Cairo. 
General Carl Spaatz,' 


AAF commander, stated at the 
time that this proved "the feasi- 
bility of flight across the Polar 
wastes". 


Kenney said the attack would 


be made "by both piloted and 
pilotless aircraft, 
by radio-con- 


trolled missies, by rockets—all 
loaded with atomic bombs, super- 
explosives, super-incendiaries, bac- 
terial weapons or whatever means 
of mass destruction happens to be 
in vogue at the time". Just to 
make sure that he got his ida 
home, the general added that "four 
atomic bombs of the old Hiro- 
shima-Nagasaki 
type, 
properly 


placed, would knock New York 
City out of commission".

one 
of 
the 
gravest 


dangers of the day—the develop- 
ment of another global conflict 
which.would bring into play aot 
only the atomic bomb but many 
other fearsome agents of death 
which have been created since the 
close of World War II. His pur- 
pose naturally is to spur the minds 
of men to devise ways of averting 
such catastrophe. 


There are two ways of meeting 


this menace. One is to prepare 
mighty defenses to try to ward off 
attack. 
The other is to push 


through measures for control of 
the atomic bomb and for universal 
disarmament. 
Pending; disarma- 


ment preparedness must be the 
watch-word.- 


Ponder Disarmament 


That is why these are among 


the paramount international prob- 
lems, of this new year. 
All roads 


of thought among peace-minded 
folk, in whatever country they 
may live, lead toward a solution 
of disarmament. 
And of. course 


the atomic bomb and the control 
of atomic energy are foremost, for 
he who holds this greatest secret 
of the ages must inevitably be an 
object of suspicion and fear, c 


Kent Cooper, executive director 


of the Associated Press, in a re- 
cent 'radio interview with, station 
WJR of Detroit, put the atomic 
problem like this: 


"No real advances can be made, 


no real: security can be achieved 
unless the atomic. issue is settled 
on an international basis". 


Settle Atom Question 


Certainly we can expect no gen- 


eral disarmament while the atomic 
question is hanging fire. 
: And by 


the same token the-rehabilitation 
of Europe cannot be achieved, be- 
cause of the economic and political 
problems are 
interlocked with 


those of security. 


That's .one thing which makes 


the framing of" the all-important 
German peace treaty so difficult. 
Indeed, it will be. surprising if it's 
possible to secure a satisfactory 
adjustment of the German and 
Austrian issues' until a far better 
understanding.has been reached in
